It is important to remember the | 
toughest opponent an athlete has 
to beat is himself.

LIVESTOCK MARKETING 
BOARD COSTS 


Is a Livestock Marketing Board 
worth over two and one_ haif 
million dollars per year? The 
Western Stock Growers’ Assoc- 
iation reports that had a Board 
been in operation in Alberta in 
1958 this is what it could have 
cost the producers of Alberta. 

The legislation being advocat- 
ed provides for the establish- 
ment of a fund to be utilized in 
such manner as may be dcemed 
necessary or advisable by the 
Board, which is another way of 
asking for authority to impose a 
tax on every head of livestock 
marketed over and above norma! 
marketing charges with no as- 
surance of how the money will 
be disposed of or guaraniee of 
any price increase. Assuming that 
this tax had been 2% of the tota’ 
value of the animals sold, as is 
presently being advocated in Ma- 
nitoba and Saskatchewan, the 
Board in 1953 would have cos: 


Alberta producers $2, 836, 716.00 
of which cattlemen would have 
contributed $1,466,857 on 585,- 
310 head, or over $2.50 per head 
marketed.
